A.C.L.U. Victim- 

Less Crime Project 

The Pride Foundation Executive 
Committee unanimously proposed that 
the Board of Directors approve the 
expenditure of $1,000 for the ACLU 
Victimless Crime Project. 

The ACLU Project currently has 
several legal actions which will benefit 
the homosexual community. One 
homosexual case currently in the courts 
is a challenge to the constitutionality of 
the California statutes on oral cop¬ 
ulation and sodomy as a result of the 
federal government’s denial of Allen 
Rock’s security clearance. Two im¬ 
portant trial cases in San Francisco and 
Oakland involve a challenge with the 
constitutionality of 647(b) (Prostitution 
Statute). The ACLU is challenging the 
unequal enforcement of the statute and 
hopes to develope statistics on the 
operation of the vice squad. These 
cases will argue the constitutional right 
of privacy and right of association for 
consenting adult persons. They hope to 
develop important information on the 


prostitution cases which can be used to 
file suit in San Francisco, hopefully in 
April, to challenge 647(a) (the Solici¬ 
tation Statute) and 647(d) (Loitering in 
a restroom). 

A constitutional challenge to 647 
(a) is very important for homosexuals 
for two reasons. The first is that 80% of 
gay arrests are under this statute. Last 
year, 13,000 persons were arrested in 
California under 647(a). The second 
reason to challenge the solicitation 
statute is because it appears doubtful 
that the California legislature will 
remove solicitation during its penal 
code reform. The ACLU central 
challenge will be directed against the 
word “lewd” which appears in the 
solicitation and prostitution statutes. 
They will argue that sexual solicitation 
should be “protected speech” just as 
commercial and religious solicitation. 

The ACLU Project ran out of 
money at the end of February. They 
have received an emergency grant for 
the month of March. A donor has 
promised them $5,000 if they can raise 
$5,000 in matching funds. Thus far 
they have received $3,100. A $1,000 
contribution by the Pride Foundation 


will enable them to continue this 
important victimless crime project. Our 
contribution will be a great assistance in 
reaching their $10,000 goal. If this 
$10,000 is reached they hope to get an 
additional $10,000 in June from a 
traditional source. Our support as local 
beneficiaries on the project will assist 
their request to receive funds from the 
National ACLU for this project. The trial 
and appellate challenge to 647 (a) & (b) 
is expected to cost a total of $30,000. 
They hope to develop a very 
professional challenge which will in¬ 
clude the testimony of numerous expert 
witnesses in the field of sexual activity.

NEW COMMITTEE ACTS TO 
COMBAT STREET ASSAULTS IN 
CASTRO/MARKET AREA. 

Working in cooperation with the 
San Francisco Police Dep’t, this Com¬ 
mittee will assist victims in dealing with 
the Police, the District Attorney’s Office, 
and their attackers., It has been 
organized in response to an increasing 
number of anti-homosexual attacks on 
Gay people (and those assumed to be 
Gay) while walking on the streets in 


this area. The severity of these attacks 
has ranged from mere bruises to broken 
teeth to a broken jaw, which required 
major surgery and still has not been 
healed. The movtive in each of these 
assualts was simple homophobia, since 
not one involved even the slightest 
theft, and most have been accompanied 
by typical anti-Gay name-calling (queer, 
faggot, etc.) 

Police responsiveness to victims’ 
requests for aid has markedly im¬ 
proved; and, in many cases, the Police 
have made arrests at or near the scene 
of the beating. However, further action 
against the attackers has often bogged- 
down, often because of misunder¬ 


standings between the Police and the 
victims, and a general lack of know¬ 
ledge of procedure on the part of the 
victims. In addition, many victims faced 
these situations alone, and community 
support typically took several days to 
materialize. To correct these conditions, 
the Safe-Streets Committee has been 
formed. We hope to be able to provide 
aid and counseling to all victims, and 
coordinate efforts at bringing the 
attackers to justice, and obtaining 
compensation for the victims. 

The attached flyer* * has already 
been distributed to many of the 
merchants in the neighborhood, in¬ 
cluding all of the Gay Bars, and has 
been posted in several places. We hope 
to create widespread awareness of our 
existence, so that future victims will be 
able to contact us, and potential 
attackers will be discouraged. Your 
assistance in this effort will be apprecia¬ 
ted, and may well serve to prevent 
needless personal injury.

At Helping Hands 

PROFESSIONAL INSTITUTES EM¬ 
PLOYMENT SERVICE AT HELP¬ 
ING HANDS CENTER. 

William A. Smith II, better known 
as Tony Smith, has joined the staff of 
Helping Hands Center to establish a job 
counseling and development program 
for the gay community. 

Smith was invited to join the staff 
due to his many years of service to 
various agencies in the Bay Area, in 
which he was a paid job developer and 
counsellor. He brings with him con¬ 
siderable experiences in working with 
former inmates of penal institutions and 
in the field of youth counseling. 

Smith, 34 years old, told BAR that 
the unemployment service was male 
oriented, as he does not have the 
experience to work in the area of 
procuring jobs for women, and also due 
to the location of Helping Hands 
Center, while better than the other 
place on Sixth St., he pointed out that 
they still have trouble with “pimps”, 
etc., bothering women on the street. 
Tony said that the many woman 
activists should “get it together” and set 
up a program of their own in a suitable 
location, for he stressed the amount of 
youg lesbian woman seeking work is 
tremendous. 

Smith’s hours of intake work at the 
Center will be from 1:00 - 3:00 pm 
Monday thru Friday. Job applications 
will not be accepted at any other time. 

Helping Hands Center is seeking 
funds to institute a deeper job develop¬ 
ment program, to make all employers 
aware of the services offered by the 
Center, and this will take a good deal of 
money for printing, mailing, etc. And 
such donations are federal tax de¬ 
ductable!

The Pride Foundation, announced 
that the net profit figure from the 
Feather & Leather Follies final state¬ 
ment came to $1,091.05 


“Although some of the show could 
have been improved, we felt it was a lot 
of sincere work, and greatly appreciate 
the contribution to our financial base,” 
said Don Miesen, Executive Secretary. 

Pride currently is in pursuit of no 
less than fifteen front-line projects of 
benefit to the gay community. Five 
relate to gay employment rights, two to 
media defamation, five involve dis¬ 
crimination by government agencies, 
and three involve community service 
projects. 

“We feel we have a terrific record 
at Pride of careful use of community 
funding,” said Miesen. “All our activities 
are done by volunteer work. We have 
secured rent-free office space, we have 
no salaries, and our expenses are 
limited to such things as phones, 
printing, & mailing. Our chief expenses 
are in printing & copying work, which is 
extensive because what gay liberation is 
really about is changing of peoples 
minds & ideas and practices.” 

Miesen said he could sympathize 
with those who felt that parts of the 
show were in poor taste, but he hoped 
that those same people would sympa¬ 
thize with Pride’s work, and perhaps 
contribute to making a better show next 
year. ☆

Anyone who wishes can 
come to the temple on the day of the 
screening to be tested. Results are 
confidential. 

The target for this statewide 
screening is Tay-Sachs Disea§e, a 
genetic disorder which attacks the 
nervous system of infants and is 
invariably fatal. 

This first statewide effort to er¬ 
adicate a genetic disorder by means of 
testing, education and genetic counsel¬ 
ling is expected to be used as a 
prototype to gain control of many other 
genetic disorders, including cystic fi¬ 
brosis, thalassemia and sickle cell 
anemia. _☆

NOTED CONSTITUTATIONAL 
LAW PROFESSORS PREDICT 
FAVORABLE SUPREME COURT 
DECISION ON GAY RIGHTS... 

Four widely known professors on 
Constitutional Law analyzed the ap¬ 
proach of the Burger Court to problems 
of Equal Protection of the law. they 
discussed the traditional approach, in 
which the Court presumes a statute to 
be constitutional, and overturns it only if 
irrational; and the “new” doctrine, 
involving ‘suspect’ classes and ‘fund¬ 
amental’ rights, where the law is struck 
down, absent a ‘compelling state 
interest’ in support of it. This new 
standard has been applied to discrim¬ 
ination based on race, alienage, and

illegitimacy, but not sex; and rights to 
travel, voting, and privacy, the latter 
including contraception and abortion. 

Significantly for Gay People, three 
of the four professors, all of whom 
having been widely cited in court 
opinions, predicted the favorable de¬ 
cision. Even the dissenter, Prof. 
Choper, admitted that past decisions 
pointed in the direction predicted by the 
others. Prof. Kurland emphasized that 
public attitude is important, and Prof. 
Forrester added that the Court is 
sensative to the position of the 
American public. Prof. Gunther pointed 
out that while a favorable decision in the 
past was unlikely, societal morality has 
significantly shifted over the past decade 
in favor of rights for homosexuals. 
The Moderator, Prof. Russell N. 
Sullivan of Hastings, added that the 
result would depend on what type of 
discrimination was at issue. 

Because judges at all levels, as well 
as attorney, rely on the writings of these 
scholars in composing their briefs and in 
deciding cases, their prediction must be 
given great weight. They are in a 
position to make their prediction come 
true.

“JUST WHO THE HELL IS SGT. 
ELLIOTT BLACKSTONE?” HE 
ASKED!! 

Sgt. Elliott Blackstone, ten year 
member (former) of the San Francisco 
Police Community Relations Unit, will 
retire on April 8th. His ten years in the 
Community Relations Unit were serving 
the gay community, way back, when 
we were called homosexuals and even 
homophiles. 

When a couple of us were out 
distributing the “Wanted” poster an¬ 


nouncing the Blackstone Testimonial 
Dinner on the 21st at the San 
Franciscan Hotel, numerous people, 
the very young, the not so young, and 
older gay people, questioned why we 
dare hold a testimonial dinner for a 
member of the San Francisco Police 
Department. I was shocked, really 
taken back by this total ignorance of 
Elliott Blackstone, the man, who in 
essence, helped make it possible for 
some of those ignorant queens to be 
able to set in a bar and get drunk or 
whatever, without being hassled by the 
red-necked homophobic cops in the 
SFPD. 


But, then the very young gay 
person was not here five or ten years 
ago, back when things were not so 
damn nice as they are now. It makes me 
want to laugh when I hear some of the 
“cause-searching” young gay people 
crying out, “police brutality!” 

Hell, kids. You should have been 
here when the city only had four gay 
bars, and even those four were being 
shook down nightly, and the gays inside 
being arrested, names, addresses, and 
employers, all being printed in the 
morning Chronicle or afternoon 
Examiner. And just for being in a gay 
bar. Yes, this was quite commonplace 
until Elliott Blackstone was assigned to 
the newly formed Police Community 
Relations Unit ten years ago. That was 
just after the shocking “gayola payola” 
shakedown ' was exposed for the 
umphteenth time. Now, the City 
decided it was time to call it to a halt, 
and Elliott became the “protector” of 
gay people. 

He was there and helped us back in 
1966 when the first ever in America 
(long before funky stonewall trip back in 
New York), a gay youth organization 
called Vanguard, which was head¬ 
quartered at Glide church. He was there 
and helped us when Comptons, a 
then 24 hour cafeteria at the corner of 
Turk and Taylor, refused to serve “hair 
and Fairies” (most of the young gay 
don’t even know what the term means), 
and the drag-queens. Boy, the shit 
really flew when the gay people 
picketed the place. Windows, every 
single one of them busted out. Heads 
being knocked, damage untold, and 
arrests untold numbers, yet the picket¬ 
ing kept up every night until Comptons 
relented and allowed all people in, 
regardless of what they were wearing or 
who they were. Yet it was Officer Elliott 
Blackstone who mediated the whole 
thing and helped the owners to 
understand that they had best change, 
for we wern’t. 

Elliott Blackstone began the first 
program to help the then unheard of 
transsexuals after Donald Eggerstrasse, 
now Louise Eggerstrasse Durkin, was 
discriminated against because Louise 
was not a homosexual, not a trans¬ 
vestite, not a drag queen, but the rare 
transsexual person. Officer Blackstone 
brought into being the first help program 
for these peoples. 

Elliott Blackstone brought the rank 
and file cop, the beat cop to meetings 
with gay people. And those meetings 
were hell, pure screaming, shouting,

A Letter From 
B.A.G.L. 


To the Editor: 

I would like to express my anger 
regarding two articles in issues *3 (Feb. 
6th) and #5 (March 6th) of B.A.R. 
which describe Bay Area Gay Lib¬ 
eration. They are both innaccurate and 
are filled with lies and distortions; I 
would like to correct them. I would like 
to make it clear that I am writing as an 
individual, expressing only my views 
and not those of any organization. 

The first article (in #3 -“New 
Group to Organize Gay Workers”) is 
filled with errors. The second article (in 
— BAGL 1984”) is made up of two 
“NEWS ITEMS”, the first one is 
“supposedly” factual, the second satiric. 
The first NEWS ITEM is based on the 
errors of the first article serving to 
perpetuate them. I will thus confine my 
letter to the contents of the first article. 

First of all, Howard Wallace is not 
the head of the core of BAGL. There

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are no official leaders in our organ¬ 
ization. Our general meetings and all 
committees have rotating chairpersons; 
we have no elected officers, etc. All 
decisions are made democratically by 
the people present at any given 
meeting. BAGL is an organization open 
to anyone to participate freely. Our 
members have varying political philos¬ 
ophies from anarchist to capitalist to 
communist and socialist. Our members 
belong to other gay organizations, such 
as SIR, Pride, Dignity, MCC, Re¬ 
volutionary Gay Men’s Union, etc. Our 
diversity gives us strength! 

The next point regards the Joanne 
Little case. At our second general 
meeting, BAGL approved a motion to 
investigate the matter and nothing else. 
The case is NOT the latest Socialist 
Workers Party (SWP) cause, (incident¬ 
ally, I have never been a member of the 
SWP, nor have I any desire to join.) 
Our group is not a front for the SWP or 
any other organization. We are a 
group of people who are dedicated to 
fighting for gay liberation from a 
militant, activist prospective. 

BAGL, and in particular Howard 
Wallace, have NOT called for the 
organization of gay workers of gay bars 
and restaurants, nor have we suggested 
pickets at gay establishments. Those 
ideas are sheer fantasy and are not the 
present concerns of BAGL. 

BAGL has NEVER denounced 
other gay groups as “ineffective,” nor 
has BAGL said we are the “only gay 
liberation group in the Bay Area.” It is 
possible (although I have no memory of 


it) that an individual at a BAGL meeting 
may have said those remarks, but they 
are solely that individual’s opinion. All 
people are free to express their views at 
BAGL meetings, but they speak only 
for themselves. BAGL’s membership 
must vote to endorse any action or 
viewpoint. 

The last comments in the article 
predict a short life for BAGL, giving us 
from 60 days to 6 months to live. I view 
these remarks as purely antagonistic 
and divisive. I would like to know who 
the people are with “good” credentials 
in the gay liberation movement who 
predict “death,” to BAGL. Why are 
these people afraid to speak out 
openly? These last remarks are very 
morbid and can only be seen as hostile 
to BAGL. 

Finally the first article is unsigned. 
Does the author lack the courage of 
her/his convictions. 

I think it is the responsibility of the 
editor to make sure that all articles are 
factual and as objective as possible, 
when trying to give an accurate and 
factual account of an organization. It is 
one thing to have an opinion about 
BAGL, it is another to lie about the 
nature and activities of it. I also believe 
that all articles should be signed, with a 
real person’s name. 

I sincerely hope that you will 
implement these suggestions in the 
future when writing about BAGL or any 
other gay organization.

The “Gospel" 

According to Fred 

At the recent California Democratic 
Council convention in Fresno, Fred 
Harris, former Senator from Oklahoma, 


gave a dinner talk to many of the 
delegates. Afterward, he held an 
incredible question-and-answer session, 
infusing the audience with the spirit of 
his campaign for the Democratic 
Presidential candidacy. 

One of my observations, both 
during the Q-and-A session and 


before, has been that the Harris 
campaign is an excellent example of 
slow-but-steady growth through grass¬ 
roots efforts. People find out about 
Harris, listen to him explain his 
program, and then tell others. Senator 
Harris’ campaign has to rely on 
word-of-mouth because he lacks the 
funds for a multi-media campaign as 
expensive, say, as Scoop Jackson’s. He 
cannot match Jackson dollar for dollar. 
He is, both by necessity and choice, 
putting his faith in ordinary people to 
help him overcome the lack of finances, 
the lack of heavy media coverage, and, 
frankly, the lack of instant recognition 
when his name is mentioned. It is 
through grass-roots support that Harris 
hopes to overcome the advantages of 
his more monied opponents. It will take 
a massive effort and a great deal of time 
and this is why Harris has begun so 
early in the game. 

I think he just may pull it off. 

The question comes up, of course, 
as to why Harris is running what some 
people might call a “spoiler” campaign. 
On the surface of it, with low voter 
recognition and lack of funds, Harris 
stands little chance of winning, though 
conceivably he could hurt the chances 
of some of the other candidates. Or so 
the argument goes. The answer is 
simple: There is no other candidate who 
actually stands for populist issues. No 
other candidate argues as well as Harris 
does the case that there is something 
very wrong with our government. No 
other candidate does as well when it 
comes to discussing issue after issue that 
affects every citizen. If Harris is a 
“spoiler,” what he is spoiling is the 
wheeling and dealing of most of our 
modern-day “politicians.” And as more 
and more people hear Harris, they 
become aware of this and in turn 
become excited about this Harris 
campaign. 

There is naturally, a parallel to be 
drawn. In the upcoming November 
elections, in San Francisco, the in¬ 
cumbent Supervisors will have definite 
advantages over any challenger. 
They’re instantly recognized, they get 
free media coverage, and they have the 
resources to raise $50,000 or more. 
The challengers, for the most part, lack 
all three. It will be difficult — though not 
impossible - to defeat the incumbents. 
One thing it will require is a headstart, 
which is why we’ve declared our 
candidacy so early in the game. The 
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best way of beating the odds, when you 
lack the money, is with people. You talk 
to people over coffee in their homes. 
You hope that the people you talk to 
will, in turn, talk to their friends. You 
have friends and neighbors canvas their 
blocks. If we wish to win, this is the way 
it will have to be done. 

Our campaign thus will be much 
like that of Senator Harris. We’ll talk 
with any group anywhere whenever 
possible. Any politician -- and I am a 
politician (the word has good con¬ 
notations as well as bad) - who wishes 
to serve the people should be willing to 
do at least that. Senator Harris is right 
when he says that if you believe in a 
cause, you should fight for it as hard as 
you can, and then fight some more. 

In our opinion, our local govern¬ 
ment is an affront to all citizens, 
especially the Gay Community. But the 
Gay Community is not the only one that 
is getting the short end of the political 
stick. Our schools are rotten. Our port, 
which used to provide a major source of 
employment for workers in the city, has 
been all but abandoned. Our trans¬ 
portation system is in chaos. The fault 
lies with the Mayor and the Board of 
Supervisors. They were elected to lead 

- and they have led us into an urban 
quagmire. Our city is becoming a city of 
extremes, splitting into factions along 
ethnic and economic lines. Black and 
white, Latin and Oriental, and very rich 
and the very poor. The Middle income, 
the backbone of the city, continues to 
flee as it has been fleeing for years. 

Not the least of the communities 
that suffers from political ineptitude and 
corruption is the Gay Community. 
Harassment continues, as does the 
unequal application of “justice.” Gays 
are arrested for “crimes” that non-Gays 
seem able to commit with impunity. 
There is open job discrimination against 
Gays. A spokesperson for Pacific 
Telephone recently stated on TV that 
the company would not hire any 
up-front Gay. Imagine what would have 
happened if that same spokesperson 
had said Pacific Telephone would not 
hire any Blacks .or Women! Not one of 
our Supervisors protested the statement 

- and yet they want the votes of the 
Gay Community! 

The goals of our campaign are to 
make San Francisco once again a 
complete city - and a city in which Gays 
and non-Gays can live in harmony and 
understanding, without (on the part of 
non-Gays) the prejudice that springs 
from fear and lack of knowledge. I 
intend to fight for this in much the same 


manner that Senator Harris fights for his 
beliefs. 

Harris knows that money does not 
necessarily win elections. He believes 
that in the long run, victory comes from 
the people. We feel that the large sums 
our opponents will spend will not be 
enough to insure their victory. We can 
overcome that obstacle in the same way 
that Senator Harris is overcoming it - 
by talkng to people face-to-face, in twos 
and threes and dozens and hundreds. 
By ordinary give-and-take with the 
ordinary citizen so they personally know 
what I feel and think and believe - and I 
personally know what they expect of 
their, elected representative. 

Some of our non-Gay friends 
understand our position. We have 
already received the endorsements of 
such noted citizens as John Riordan, 
recently re-elected to the Community 
College Board, and Elmer Cooper, 
newly elected director of BART. With 
similar supporters, we can overcome 
the financial advantage of our op¬ 
ponents. For help, we are asking the 
support of all those who feel that City 
Hall no longer represents them. 

Senator Harris is in the campaign 
because he believes that once people 
understand his positions, they’ll spread 


the “gospel” to others and they, in turn, 
will spread it still further. Senator Harris 
is not running on a “spoiler’s” platform. 
His platform is his beliefs and his 
willingness to present them in open 
forum so that questions can be asked 
and answers personally given. He 
obviously thinks it can work on a 
national level. 

I happen to think it can work on a 
local one as well. ☆

The Men In My Life

Child of the Sun 


Arthur Rimbaud grew up a genius 
among dullards in a small provincal 
town in France during the last half of the 
19th century. There, not yet 16, he 
wrote some of his greatest poetry. Still 
hardly more than a boy, he ran away to 
Paris for the first of many times. For 4 
years - and 4 only - he, simul¬ 
taneously, a poet of genius, a visionary 
idealist, and a deliberate wallower in 
gutters of depravity perhaps unmatches 
in all human experience. At the age of 
19 he was through forever with both 
writing and debauch. And at this point 
in his life, Rimbaud all but vanished 
from the Western world. It is known that 
he spent years as a vagabond wanderer 
through Europe and Asia, and as a 
trader, explorer, gunrunner (and also, 
probably, a slaver) along the Red Sea 
coasts and Ethiopia. 

So much for the data -- and then 
what? Should we stir up the pot au feu 
to extract the choice details of the 
scandelous affair of Rimbaud and Paul 
Verlaine. This pair who shocked and 
outraged their contemporaries (the 
supposed let-livable Parisians). What 
ripe subjects to squeeze for juice, what a 
rare and succulent plum, depravity, to 
feed our own sex-slaved century. The 
gay community well knows the pair’s 
connection - we live it every day. (the 
17 year old hustler and the 30 year old 
sugar daddy, making it and then 
un-making it. Storms ending with a 
farsical shooting. Ruination for the older 
man and 8 months in a foreign prison). 
☆ ☆ 

History proffers us neither cycles 
nor paralles but parables. I doubt the 
past lends us the fuel to light our way, 
yet it can give dimension to our own 
experiences - privately and collectively. 
History says Nietzsche is a blank page 
on which anyone can write the answers. 
Others have said that History tells us 
more about the time in which it was 
written than the time when it was 
happening. Each generation saves the 
past, selectively. It has been claimed we 
live in a time without heroes; hence the 


lives of exemplary men bequeath us 
diminishing returns. Will we earn larger 
dividends from the saga of some poet’s 
genitals? 

The gay world (particularly in the 
late 19th century) has dug for support 
from the past. The unraveling of Greek 
love or canonizing illustrious Renais¬ 
sance men, from Shakespeare to Da 
Vinci. Seeking from these antique 
sourses, contemporary justification. On 
the other hand certain straight-world 
intellectuals have preferred to side 
step the so-called homosexual imag¬ 
ination. Taking pains, now and again, 
to whitewash certain cereers to make 
them more palatable. Another pack 
prides itself in its powers of debunking, 
cutting down to size giants of dubious 
distinction and raising up discarded 
men, as in Gore Vidal’s Burr. 

In our time the clear lines between 
fact and fiction are crumbling. Accuracy 
is as much a suspect concept today as 
the claim that fable is unsupportable by 
facts. Objectivity is becoming one more 
point of view, and subjectivity is passing 
for truth. Science and imagination are 
less and less antithetical opponents - 
they are increasingly wedded for better 
or worse. 

To be sure, the gay life is in need of 
a history, in need of ancestry. As we 
hurridly unfurl our tapestry of liberation, 
any embriodery we can conjure up 
might well serve purposes whose larger 
purposes we are yet to understand. Our 
private legends - if no more than 
gracing our lives - have a public place. 
As with any other ethnic group, we 
need no longer to submerge our 
culture, our heritage. 

A MEGATRUTH: The homosexual 
imagination has largely civilized the 
Western World. 

And accurate or not the claim is 
worth being proud of. For a sense of 
worth cannot be disproved nor dis¬ 
lodged. Value is something to ingest 
and allowed to be assimilated, to flow 
into every pore and capilary. Men 
thusly enriched could be healthier men. 
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Renewed, refreshed, to play our 
time-dishonored role of pathfinding 
Western Man to the next plateau of 
civilization. 

We need not abandon our for- 
brothers. Their sufferings might armor 
our vision; their successes might 
poultice our sores, their failures, soften 
our rough edges. And yet, I doubt we 
need a Hall of Fame. 

What (in our gay ramblings and 
rumblings) are we to do with the tale of 
Arthur Rimbaud and Paul Verlaine? 
What we do is our business! On home 
ground we can play them any way we 
want to, any way that pleases us. 

First: They were LOVERS. 

Second: It has been written, “You 
must become a chaos if you want to 
give birth to a dancing STAR.” And that 
they did, this soft sun and his sun-child,

The Ruling Class 

RENE RETURNS TO RULE IN 
TRIUMPH! 

A.C.T.’s latest addition to the 
repertory, Peter Barnes’ The Ruling 
Class, scores as their brightest pro¬ 
duction thus far this season thanks to 
Allen Fletcher’s exciting if excessive 
direction and the magnificent tour de 
triumph performance of Rene Auber- 
jonois. Barnes’ savage attack upon elete 
hypocrisy is over three hours long — 
bring along your lunch and dinner and a 
^hange of underwear - and needs to be 
trimmed down to a less exhausting 
length. The first act is one hour and 45 
minutes long, but it is a tribute to 
Fletcher and his excellent cast that I was 
never aware of the length until the lights 
came up and I found gangrene had set 


Auberjonois plays the 13th Earl of 
Gurney, a doddering old fool who 
hangs himself ten minutes after the 
curtain rises, and the 14th Earl of 
Gurney, a lovable schizophrenic who 
thinks he is God. Unfortunately, God 
has total control of the vast estate of his 
late father, so his relatives decide to get 
him married to produce a son and then 
declare him insane and gain control as 
guardians of the infant 15th Earl. Since 
God is an amiable man who tries to 
please, all goes well until a dundering 
doctor confronts him in a brutal scene 
with another lunatic who thinks he is the 
Electric Messiah. The harmless illusion 
of God vanishes, and his relatives must 
suffer the consequences when the Earl 
is forced to confront reality. 

Bringing charter member Rene 
Auberjonois back to portray the mon¬ 
umental role of the Earl (it makes Lear 
look like a walkon) was a stroke of

genius on Fletcher’s part. Auberjonois is 
mesmerizing in the zenith performances 
of a career. William Paterson is equally 
brilliant as the crusty tippling servant 
who sees through the titled asses, with 
fine support from Eve Roberts as the 
languidly immoral hopeful heir and 
Fredi Olster as the chosen wife, a 
common bit of baggage who betrays the 
schemers by falling in love. 

Fletcher has directed with a 
bravura flair, with a tendency to 
overstate when suggestion would do 
(to watch Auberjonois wretch for five 
minutes seems excessive; a wretch is a 
wretch is a....), and John Jensen’s set is 
a masterpiece of English mildew. 

The Ruling Class waivers between 
high comedy and moralistic outrage, 
tending to the tedious in the heavy- 
handed second act, but for the thinking 
audience who appreciates savage satire 
coupled with a memorable performance 
in a gripping production, The Ruling 
Class offers a stimulating and rewarding 
evening!

Ellen Kerrigan and Robert 
Wood are appropriately enchanting as 
the young lovers, John E. Ziaja Jr. is 
the skillfully stuffy Captain, and Neysa 
Null is a sad disappointment as Poor

Orva Hoskinson’s direction is

That’s Show Biz 


A REVUE OF CORNUCOPIA OF 
TOO PLENTY 

YONKERS new revue That’s 
Show Biz is a daring project -- it is being 
presented at the little known Dovre 
Hall, 18th & Valencia, it boasts no 
names for familiar book show title to 
attract showgoers and it features a 
plethora of obscure material that I 


would guarantee most patrons are not 
familiar with. A revue is a tricky format 
— in a book musical, there is a plotline 
and characters to involve interest and 
tide over the slow spots; in a revue, 
every number and every performer has 
to grab the audience continually 
number after number with no aids 
except talent. 

Show Biz carries as a theme a 
tribute to all phases of show business. In 
its 2V2 hours, the show crams in 42 
separate numbers, two full sketches 
(neither of which works) plus narrative 
patter. There is simply too much, too 
often not of a good thing, that the good 
tends to get buried in the unevenness of 
the evening. 

After a totally unexciting minstrel 
opening, the first slam-bang spot in the 
show is Mel Lenny as Eva Tanguay in 
the vaudeville segment; Lenny has a 
genuine energy that generates audience 
interest. He is immediately followed by 
Doug Marglin in a firstrate turn as 
George M. Cohan, not singing the 
expected Yankee Doodle Dandy or 
similar known numbers but the little 
known All Aboard for Broadway from

An¬ 
drew Barron and Chluck Waltz furnish 
the embarassingly awkward narration 
(not their fault), a Gracie Allen takeoff 
by Mike Lewis has the right rhythm but 
lacks punch, a terrible Shirley Temple 


takeoff loo)<s like something out of a 
cutsey dance recital for retarded 
adolescents and the best number of the 
overlong segment is Tommy Kohl, Joe 
Camanella, Travis.Laing and Duncan 
Knox as Shiv & The Stickits singing 
Sh-Boom, another excellent parody of 
greaseball 50’s singers.

The show is 
too long; Vigil never quits while he’s 
ahead, but tags every segment with 
mote than necessary, often to his 
disadvantage. He goes for a blockbuster 
with every number, a virtual im¬ 
possibility for any show, and while I 
welcome hearing new material, it’s too 
draining to listen and watch 42 songs 
with equal interest with little letup. The 
cast is generally good, often trying to 
pump energy into lackluster material 
and make it work. Also, the acoustics at 
Dovre Hall are not the best, and several 
soloes might have been good if I could 
have heard them.

I use milk and water 
mixed half and half to wipe down the ti 
plant, the rubber tree, the dracaenas, 
and even the monstra at the office, and 
it really does a good job. It leaves a gloss 
without putting out that plastic sheen 
that makes lighting a cocktail party so 
difficult, and also seems to protect them 
from getting dusty quite so quickly as 
they would otherwise. I guess the lactic 
acid is the cleaning ingredient and the 
milk fat provides the gloss. The milk and 


water combination is also good for 
cleaning varnished woodwork: gentle 
but thorough and protective. 

A friend and I went to the opening 
of a marvelous all-male production the 
other night, at Dovre Hall, called That’s 
Show Biz. Daddy Joe Vigil directed and 
conceived (as in brain-child, I guess) the 
revue with his usual flair, and I enjoyed 
the evening tremendously. Constructed 
as a survey of American show business 
from the minstrel show all the way to 
tomorrow, all it lacked was Ruby Keeler 
saying, “Who, me?” I haven’t been so 
entertained since I fell down the front 
stairs in my first pair of stiletto heels; and 
the energy the cast put out for us could 
have kept Anchorage warm for a week. 
Now that I’ve retired from life upon the 
wicked stage, I seldom go to the 
theatre, but I’m really glad I did this 
time. Everyone, and I do mean le tout 
San Francisco, was there, including one 
Emperor and two Empresses, and one 
or more widely known theatrical critics 
looking as dyspeptic as usual (if he had 
to eat his Hart out, he could have at

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least ordered it heavy on the mayo and 
hold the pickle - maybe he was envious 
of the costumes?). 

Perhaps you can tell me why the 
social temper of the town is changed so 
much recently. It seems as though all of 
the places a “nice” boy used to be able 
to go, for an evening of dancing and/or 
drinking, now specialize either in I.D. 
hassle (selective enforcement of a truly 
obscure A.B.C. requirement of three 
pieces of age-verifying identification - 
give me a break) or brawls (often 
involving straight types who shouldn’t 
be where they are in the first place).

Yes, it is spring, and you’re 
probably planning another series of 
those fantastic brunches. Keep in mind 
what a Virginian of my acquaintance 
taught me: when the fruit salad hits the 
fan, whiskey applied to the stains on 
linen and left there to wash out later is 
as good as boiling water poured 
through, for removing the stains. 
Strawberries, blueberries, and all those 
other good but straining things ab¬ 
solutely tremble before such treatment; 
don’t worry about your great¬ 
grandmother’s lace tablecloth, either, 
because the whiskey won’t hurt it at all. 
And we know whiskey is more ready to 
hand than freshly boiling water in your 
home and mine. 

While I have freshly boiling water 
on the brain, I don’t want to omit 
recommending weak tea to your for 
your ferns. My asparagus fern in the 
living-room gets about a pint of 
lukewarm third brew tea twice a month, 
and thrives on her little treat (she 
practically dances when she sees the 
teapot, and has doubled in size the last 
year). I sometimes put old tea leaves on 
the soil for the ferns, as a kind of mulch, 
and they seem to like that, too. What 
they do not like is acid rock music (acid 
soil, yes; acid music, no), so I see that 
they get good doses of gentle sounds as 
frequently as possible. You must read 
The Secret Life of Plants as soon as you 








can; not because it will teach you how 
to have prize-winning begonias, but for 
the fascination of what has been learned 
about the emotions and apparent 
intelligence of the plant world. I could 
hardly put the book down. I know I’m a 
bit late in discovering a best-seller, but I 
was involved with Jane Austin when the 
plant book was published and only 
recently got around to reading it. 

I’ve been playing with a chamber 
quintet lately, and rediscovering what a 
pleasure it is to make music with other 
people, given a certain level of 
accomplishment in one’s fellows. So far 
we have worked up through the 
Romantics, and I believe the next step 
will be something contemporary; I’m 
not looking forward to that nearly so 
much as I look forward to our next 
evening of Schubert. It’s definitely a 
good substitute for dangerous dance- 
halls, involving neither tripled I.D. nor 
shivs. I’ll get my exercise some other 
way. 

Another discovery is a really 
complete Jewish cookbook, written by 
Leah Leonard and called simply Jewish 
Cookery. The lady is definitely up to 
date: within the first twenty pages, I 
found a recipe for shalent like I used to 
eat in Chicago, and recipe for carrot 
tsimmis made in the pressure cooker! 
One of the girls at the office was 
planning for her first seder this year, to 
be followed a few days later by Easter 
Dinner, so I checked over the cookbook 
which she struggled with the menus. 
The volume will definitely go on my 
cookbook shelf, probably between Diet 
For A Small Planet and Aphrodisiac 
Cookery. (One of these days, I’m going 
to get that pantry straightened up; I 
swear it’s like Fibber Magee’s closet in 
there - the cats won’t follow me in at 
suppertime anymore. I guess every 
home needs a room like that some¬ 
where, but it makes me so uptight 
sometimes I just want to burn it off the 
building. There is never enough storage 
in an apartment.) 

Is vacation time as far off as we 
think it is? I’m planning a real vacation 
this year, for a change, and one that 
does not involve sleeping bags. Having 
a roof over my head is an addiction, I 
fear. If I sleep under the stars, I want to 
be looking at them through a skylight, 
and not to be worrying about whether 
the bed is really snake-proof. I can deal 
with lounge lizards and parlor snakes, 
but newts and garter snakes (and bears) 
are another thing entirely. I prefer to 
think of them as taking their tails in their 
mouths and rolling down hills. I knew 
an entertainer in North Beach, years 


ago, who slept with her boa constrictor 
because, she said, otherwise he got too 
cold at night; it used to give me the 
creeps just thinking about it. I can think 
of no negative attributes to ascribe to 
walls and indoor plumbing, on the other 
hand, even when they are surrounded 
by cottonwood trees and quaking 


aspens.
